The limitations added to lines 7-8 of claim 1 and lines 9-10 of claim 7 raise the issue of new matter since it Is not clear the specification 
describes display 13 as having an address code to identify the display. 

Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: 

The limitations added to line 4 of claim 1 and line 5 of claim 7 do not distinguish the first display from the projector 10 because inherently 
projector 10 has an address code in view of the RS-232C connection. 

It is not clear if the framed packet signal with an overhead is sent to both of the first and second image and voice display means or to just 
the first image and voice display means. 
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
